Mr. McDougall was 
well qualified for the mission by his 
personal knowledge of the country, 
and our readers will appreciate the 
opportunity to obtain this first-hand 
account of conditions as he found 
them in that tragic land—the (first 
to be devastated by Hitler's ‘ war 
machine in 1939. Mr. McDougall 
was ‘conscripted’ by United Polish 
Relief at short notice, and during 
his absence a colleague in the Press 
Gallery wrote his Ottawa corres- 
pondence for him.

OTTAWA, Jan. 15th.—Instead of 
writing in this issue of agricultural 
matters from Ottawa, I thought it 
might be of interest to readers of 
Western Farm Leader to hear somethin 
of a trip I have had to Poland. . 
went as chairman of a mission from 


. the United Polish Relief Fund of 


Canada. : 
This cannot be objective reporting, 


for the very. good reason that in. 


recounting events and impressions 
on a visit to this tragic nation, emotions 
come to the _ surface, particularly 
when you have lived for a time -in 
Poland as I did, twenty years ago, 
when it emerged from the first great 
war as a free nation. ' 


Crossed Atlantic—Didn’t See It 

The trip was entirely by air, both 
going and returning, that is except 
the trip to Montreal from Ottawa 
and return which was by train. Il 
cannot say that I saw the Atlantic 
Ocean at all on the way over—-we 
were above the clouds—but I did see 
water near the coast of Northern 
Ireland, and I did see the ocean from 
the Hebrides to Iceland on the way 
back. From Iceland none of the 

assengers saw anything but the 
interior of the plane and _ that 
unpleasant contrivance that gives you 
oxygen when you are very high in 
the air. We came back for most of 
the way at about 21,000 feet. 

Please think for a moment of the 
capital of Poland, Warsaw, 20 years 
ago, a@ magoificent city of a million 
and a quarter people, of castles, high

buildings, and boulevards, of statues 
and historic landmarks. I would like 
to take you on.a walk through Warsaw 
at this hour. Before the uprising in 
Warsaw in 1944, about fifty per cent 
of the city was damaged by shell fire 
and bomb, After the uprising, which 
was ruthlessly suppressed by the 
Germans, the rest of the city, every 
single building of it except those 
occupied as headquarters by _ the 
Germans themselves, was put to the 
bomb and torch. 
Warsaw Is Now Grim Sight 

It is a grim sight, the towering 
stark walls, street after street without 
end, and still grimmer are the wreaths 
and crosses where so many were shot 
against the walls or buried so deep 
under falling masonry that they could 
not be unearthed. The ghetto of 
Warsaw, perhaps one-quarter mile 
square, is simply: a heap of shapeless 
rubble, It will be recalled that the 
ghetto was a walled enclosure in which 
all Jewish people of Warsaw were 
kept by the Nazis during the war, 
or rather during the war up to the 
time that the Jews: actively rebelled 
against their treatment. 

Will Take Long to Restore 


There has already been some re- 
building in Warsaw, but it will be 
many years before it is really restored. 
The whole length of the main shopping 
street Marszalkowska is lined with 
shops again, but they are small 
temporary stores only, one storey high, 
quite modern looking. 

They are not very well supplied 
with goods for sale yet, but stocks 
are growing rapidly. UNRRA, the 
great relief agency, closed up officially 
at the end of the year, and is now 
only doing some cleaning up. Many 
feel that is stopping a year too soon, 
as far as Poland is concerned at least. 
The people are not badly fed for the 
most part, except in certain sections 
of the country, the southeast section 
and the far north. It is believed that 
after next harvest Polish farmers will 
be pretty well able to give the 
fundamentals of diet to the Polish 


Incomes of Farmers Show 
- Wide Variation 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—While 
the average farm income in the U.S 
in 1946 was $2,250 (according to 
figures published by the Department 


of Agriculture) the average for 
farmers in West Virginia was only 
$396, and for a third of white farm 
families in Georgia, it was less than 
$500. , 


people. It is generally felt, however, 
that there will be some suffering 
before the harvest is gathered in 
September. 

Dearth of Livestock and Milk 

There is a dearth of livestock on 
the small farms of Poland. Milk is 
scarce because of the loss of cows 
during the war, and there are not 
enough horses to plough the fields. 
UNRRA brought quite a number of 
horses and tractors, but there is still 
a noticeable lack of farming equipment. 
There are only 25 per cent as many 
pigs on the farms as there were before 
the war, but poultry seems more 
plentiful, and a goose cooked by a 
Polish peasant woman migst_ well 
rival the work of any chef of hotels 
in our large cities. 

The farmer with his ten or fifteen 
hectares of land (25 to 40 acres), his 
thatched cottage, his home made 
waggon (they all seem to be of a single 


-_pattern) drawn by his fairly scraggy 


looking horse, is the backbone of the 
country. He appears to be a good 
husbandman, and his apple, pear and 
plum orchards are tended with the 
greatest care. 

A good many farmers were displaced 
during the war, and there is a good 
deal of shifting of farmers from the

Wheat Agreement May Become Controversial 
Unless Price Levels Controlled... . 


States President Church 


Oualified approval of the wheat Agreement with the British Government 
and of the Dominion Government’s five-year wheat marketing policy, was 
accompanied in the Annual Address of President George E. Church to 
the U.F.A. Convention, by a caution that “this Agreement may become 
extremely controversial unless the Dominion Government can control the 
level of prices more effectively than in recent months,” 


While international agreements were 
the ultimate goal, the agreement with 
Britain, said Mr. Church, was “a 
step in the right direction.” 

“We appreciate,” he continued, 
“that in entering into this agreement 
the Government was actuated by a 
desire to stabilize the price of wheat at

local points over the four-year period. 
The weakness in the agreement, how- 
ever, was at once apparent. It estab- 
lished a ceiling price jfor a very 
suostantial part of our Western crop 
for the first two years at a time when 
there was every indication of steeply 
rising costs of production. Fear was 
felt in some quarters also that a 
policy of selling wheat in one market 
so much below the world price would 
over the years injure our markets 
in other countries. 
Rising Production Costs 

“Since the agreement was an- 
nounced, we have witnessed rising 
costs of production. Farm machinery 
costs have been increased at a time 
when farmers still face a heavy pro- 
gram of replacement. Prices of gasoline 
and of consumers’ goods have risen 
and wages have been increased. So

far, the controls established by the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
have prevented the increase in prices 
witnessed across the line, but there is 
considerable fear and uncertainty as 
to what will happen in Canada if 
and when controls are removed... 
It speaks volumes for the loyalty and 
steadfastness of our farm people gener- 
ally that there has not been more wide- 
spread criticism.” 

The five-year marketing program 
(August lst, 1945 to July 31st, 1950) 
looked towards the stabilization of 
wheat prices over a term of years, 
“which is what we all want,” said the 
President. The U.F.A. Directors, 
however, regarded the inclusion of 


‘the 1945 crop in the five-year pool 


as a breach of faith with wheat pro- 
ducers. ‘“‘They also felt that havin 
regard to world prices, the _ initia 
payment of $1.35 was not sufficient 
and they urged that this be increased 
to at least $1.55. They took exception, 
also, to the continuance of the domestic 
price of $1.25.”’ 
Two Criticisms Offered 

Two criticisms of the Government’s 
wheat policy were made. One was that 
the tendency to place upon the farmer 
an undue share of the Government’s 
price policy was continued. They did 
not object to sales to Britain below 
the worid price or domestic sales much 
below it, “provided that the burden 
is distributed fairly over all sections 
of the Canadian economy.” In the 
second place, ‘‘there seems to be too 
much caution in efforts to protect 
Canada’s basic industry,”’ in view of 
the established fact that ‘the level 
of prosperity in Canada rises and falls 
with that of the farm.” 


Livestock and Dairy Outlook 

Mr. Church viewed with some 
apprehension the outlook in livestock 
and dairy production. The problem 
of over-supply of beef cattle might 
face producers unless a market could 
again be found in the United States. 
Hog production had suffered a serious 
decline. ‘‘The recent announcement 
by the Minister of Agriculture may 
encourage production somewhat, but 
further attention is necessary if pro-

While unity of the farm movement in Alberta 
in the organizational sense is not as yet attainable, 
there is no sound reason why co-operation on a wide 
scale between the existing bodies which represent 
the farm people should not be as practicable as it 
obviously is desirable. Such co-operation may be 
possible on many levels. We trust that all concerned 
will do what is in their power to ensure it. : 

The decisions reached by the Convention of the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union last week followed lengthy 
and vigorous discussion. It was noteworthy that 
while differences of opinion were sharp, the spirit of 
tolerance was widely manifest. In the degree in which 
this spirit can be strengthened during the year 
ahead—in that degree will the power of the farm 
movement as a whole be enhanced, and its successes 
become more pronounced from year to vear. 

These lines are written as the Convention of the 
United Farmers of Alberta opens. The draft consti- 
tution of the Alberta Federation of Agriculture in 
its proposed new form—in which the United Farmers 
of Alberta would be merged in the Federation, has 
been approved by the delegates.

FIRST THINGS FIRST, MR. ABBOTT 


Canada, we were told quite recently by the 
new Minister of Finance, Hon. Douglas Abbott, is 
likely to have a very substantial surplus at the end 
of the current fiscal year. The revenues of the 
Dominion of Canada have proved to be much larger 
than had been anticipated when the last budget 
speech was made in Parliament. . 

Obviously the first claim upon any surplus should 
be that of Canada’s old age pensioners, whose needs 
in a period of steadily rising costs of living have been 
callously ignored. ! : ' 

Surplus or no surplus, these claims must be met. 
Material increases in the amount of the pensions, 
lowering of the qualifying age, and abolition of the 
means test, are reforms long overdue.

START IN THE SCHOOLS 


A great deal is now being done to encourage 
adults to co-operate in various fields of our economic 
life—in marketing of farm products, in the purchase 
of farm supplies and consumer goods in general, 
and in the handling of personal credit. ° 

Money is being spent upon adult education in co- 
operation by governments and by the various 
farmer co-operatives and by the consumer movement. 


Real progress is being made. But those who are most ° 


active in this field of education realize that they 
will continue ‘to work under grave handicaps 
because the great majority of our people have not 
had the opportunity in their early years to learn 
what co-operation in the economic sense really is. 
It is gratifying to note that so influential a body as 
the Alberta Association of School Trustees has 
decided to press for action by our educational 
authorities. to remove this handicap. At. the Con- 
vention of the Association held some weeks ago, a 
resolution in the following terms was adopted:

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(The French Information Service would like to point out that in 
comparing the wheat prices mentioned in this article with those prevailing 
in Canada, allowance should be made for the fact that European production 
costs are much higher due to the difference in farming methods and the 
small size of the average farm compared with those in North America. 

With regard to bread prices, which seem low comparatively, it might 
also be noted, the Information Service points out, that the average salary 
among French workers is about $50 a month. For example, a stenographer 
earns from $40 to $70 a month, a night-watchman about $40, a postman 
about $45, a primary teacher $50 to $70, a secondary teacher $70 to $110, 
even after a general increase in July ranging from 25% on minimum 


salaries to 15% on higher salaries.) 


HE French, particularly the 

French peasants, have always 

been great bread-eaters. However, 
before the war, consumption of bread 
had dropped, while that of meat and 
vegetables increased, and the result 
was a crisis which forced the Govern- 
ment to intervene in the interests of 
the wheat producer. 

During the war, the daily ration of 
bread had to be reduced to 275 grams 
(8.9 oz.) a day for the normal adult 
consumer; in August last it was still 
only 300 grams (9.6 oz.). When one 
considers that the flour, milled to 
98 per cent, retains all the bran, it 
can be seen that the consumer has 
suffered both from the shortage and 
from the poor quality of the bread. 


Has Suffered Great Misfortune 


Since the Liberation, French agricul- 
ture has suffered great misfortune. 
The 1944 harvest was gathered under 
the worst possible conditions, in the 
midst of the fighting, and was partly 
lost. As for the 1945 crop, it was the 
worst since 1917. Lack of man-power, 
seed, fertilizers, and above all bad 
weather conditions, all seemed to be 
in league against the wheat producer. 
To add to the calamity, the crop in 
North Africa was even worse than at

home. It was only at the cost of very 
great financial sacrifices that France 
was able, during the first half of 1946, 
to import, chiefly from the United 
States, but also from Canada and the 
U.S.S.R., the necessary wheat to tide 
her over. 

This will give some idea of how 
anxiously the results of the 1946 crop 
were awaited. The wheat acreage, a 
noticeable improvement on that of 
1945, was still only 11,500,000 acres, 
according to private sources, instead 
of an average 12,350,000 acres for the 
last two years before the war. 


Wheat Crop of 1946 Good 


Now, the wheat crop, on the whole, 
has been good. It has been favoured 
by various factors. The return of the 
prisoners and deportees has furnished 
extra man-power. The supply of 
fertilizer has been better than in 1945. 
Finally, weather conditions were favor- 
able right up to the harvest. Private 
sources estimate the 1946 crop at 293 
million bushels. In 1945 it was esti- 
mated at 158 million, so the 1946 
figure is almost twice as great. 

This good wheat crop is even more 
important than the mere comparison 
of these two figures would indicate. 
In fact, it is only an artificial division 
to separate the bread grains (wheat 
and rye) and the fodder grains (barley, 
oats, maize). In reality, the categories 
frequently overlap. Especially when 
the crop is poor and the farmer is 
short of fodder, he tends to keep: part 
of the wheat to feed his stock. Now, 
n 1946, the yield of fodder grains was 
just as good as that of wheat, and the 


‘crop was harvested under the best 


conditions. Moreover, the oats crop 
was abundant. Finally, it will be 
possible to mill less than 98 per cent 
of the flour, as has been done up to 
now. ‘There will thus be bran and 
middlings available. For these three 
reasons (abundance of fodder grains, 
good oats crop, production of bran) 
there will be plenty to feed the stock 
without recourse to wheat. 

The only reason which might have 
caused some growers, last year (1946), 
to feed wheat to their stock, would 
have been a question of price. 


which they were selling their wheat 
was lower than the price of the fodder 
grains that they bought, when com- 
pelled to eke out their supplies, on 
the black market.’ But the new scale 
of wheat prices seems to exclude this 
ponelnisiy the more so since, as we 
ave said, the oats crop and that of 
grains, alfalfa, clover, etc., have been 
excellent. 


Wheat Prices—A Compromise 

The question of wheat prices’ has 
been the subject of a sort of com- 
promise between the Government and 
the C.G.A. (General Confederation oj 
Agriculturists). Both were agreed on 
raising the price. Not only had 
production costs increased considerably 
during the 1945-46 period, but it is in 
the national interest to favour a 
product so indispensable for feeding 
the country. The C.G.A. asked 1,220 
francs a metric quintal (approximately 
$2.80 a uae), The / esceierend 
had first allowed 1,125 francs a quintal 
($2.58 a bushel), from which 2 cents 
had to be deducted for the National

Agricultural Solidarity. The net price 
was thus reduced to about $2.30 a 
bushel. The farmers argued that this 
price was outrageously low. The 
Government then granted an additional 
bonus of 23 cents a bushel for wheat 
delivered before September 30, 1946 
or 17 cents a bushel for wheat delivered 
between September 30th and October 
31st. This bonus, nominally ‘for 
prompt delivery”, is to make it easier 
to bridge the gap between the two 
crops and to recompense farmers 
who will forgo storing their wheat 
from year to year. 
54 Times the 1939 Price 

This net price of $2.53 is 5 1/2 times 
the 1939 price (45 cents a_ bushel) 
and 1.6 times the 1945 price ($1.55 a 
bushel). In reality, the actual increase 
compared to 1945 is much greater than 
this last coefficient would indicate, 
for the 1946 crop, as we have seen, 
is twice that of 1945. 

At the same time, the price of 
bread has been raised from 6 cents to 
11 1/2 cents a kilogram (2.2 lbs.). 
The State continues to subsidize the 

rice of bread so as to keep this staple 
food relatively cheap. However, this 
subsidy will be partly offset by a special 
tax which is to be placed on gasoline. 

In addition to the cash bonus, 
farmers who deliver their wheat within 
the specified dates will receive ‘‘points’’ 
entitling them to priorities on various 

American surplus materials and also 

farm machinery. 

There remained one dark spot, 
however. Weather conditions, favor- 
able up to harvest-time, turned bad 
at the beginning of August. The 


‘wheat south of the Loire was gathered 


under good conditions. In the Beauce 
districts it did not suffer too much 
from the rain. But in the large wheat- 

roducing Provinces of the North and 
Eeat——and also in Brittany —the stacks 
were brought in wet. 

One means of avoiding wastage 
which is being followed is to encourage 
farmers to deliver this wheat. first so 
that it can be milled at once and 
handed over for immediate consump- 
tion. 

It is established, as we have indicated 
above, that the good 1946 crop has 
made it possible to improve the rate 
of milling the flour and, consequently, 
the quality of the bread. It is less 
likely that rations can be increased. 
But if these two favors were granted 
the consumer, he would have some 
reason to rejoice, having. suffered

Impartial experts have declared 
that during recent years no breed has 
been improved or has made greater 
progress than has the British Friesian.

Engineer Turned Farmer 

Mr. Plant trained as an electrical 
engineer put for health reasons turned 
farmer. e started his dairy farming 
activities with Shorthorns and then 
tried various other breeds, all of which 
suffered from foot and leg troubles 
and rheumatism because part of his 
120 acres flooded at certain times of 
the year and was always very damp. 
After several years of expen mete 
with various breeds, Mr. Plant trie 
out British Friesians; they appeared 
to be completely unaffected by the 
damp, and this was probably due to 
the fact that they originated from 
Holland, a country which is naturally 
damp and low-lying, and therefore 
have an inherent resistance. Today 
the herd is 20 years old and one of 
the healthiest in the’ country. 

Herd’s High Reputation 

Asa milk-producing unit, the Lolham 

herd has a reputation in Britain

mentioned, for 10 years it has been 
top of the county (the Soke of Peter- 
borough in the Midlands) for the 
highest average yield, and for the last 
few years the figure has been 15000 
pounds.

Over the year the herd is made up of 
numbers round about 30, while in the 
winter the figure rises to between 40 
and 50 because winter milk production 
is the main aim of the herd. 

Mr. Plant has had a great deal of 
experience as to the long life of the 
heavy yielders, and animals in his 
herds have disproved the old theory

causes early death.

He has three cows in his herd all 
between 10 and 11 years old with a 
production record of nearly 112,000

Break Own Records 

Just recently Mr. Plant’s Friesians 
have broken their own records. The 
record first calf yield of Lolham Lena 
was 26,100 pounds in 361 days by 
which she surpassed the previous 
record held by the herd with Lolham 
Curlew, which gave 26,000 pounds in 
365 days. 

It is obvious from the performance 
of Mr. Plant’s animals that he has 
his own ideas on management and 
breeding for heavy-yielding cattle. 
Milking is done three times a day, 
and four times when the animals are 
at the top of their form. Individual 
calculation is practised as far as 
feeding is concerned and oats, peas, 
barley, linseed, sugar-beet and brewers 
grains are part of the diet. 


Precautions Against Mineral 
Deficiency 

When Mr. Plant started breeding 
for heavy milk yields, he found his 
cattle were affected with milk fever, 
so now special precautions are taken 
against mineral deficiency. The pro- 
blem of calcium deficiency has been 
overcome by the provision of iodised 
licks and in addition a special mineral 
mixture is fed at every milking. Today 
Mr. Plant reports. the herd has not 
known a case of milk fever for 10 years. 

Most of Mr. Plant’s herd was bred 
from the blood of a particularly fine 
animal, T'erling Marthus k.M., and 
T'erling strain has played a very big 
part in the foundation and develop- 
ment of this now famous Lolham herd 
which has been an example and 
inspiration to other breeders in Britain 
who are staking a claim in the dairy 
industry with the black and white 
breed of cattle which is fast establishing 
itself, as one of heavy-yielding, long 
lived animals.

Sale of Army Trucks.—A aoe 
announcement __ stating ~—_—ithat n 
additional 5,000 trucks are to be re- 
leased by War Assets has been very 
misleading. From the best information 
that we can obtain, this report is 
based on a rumor without any 
particular foundation. 

Last summer the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture was granted 200 trucks 
to sell direct to farmers. Applications 
were received for these trucks and a 
draw was made. The full number of 
trucks were allotted, but we have not 
received the full quota, so they have 
not all been detivered. However, it 
is expected that the balance will be 
made available in the very near future. 

If additional trucks are released 
through the Federation office or 
through other channels we will make 
every effort to keen our farmers 
informed 


A.F.U. Rejects Amalgamation.—The 


decision of the Annual Meeting of 


the A.I’.U. to reject the provisional 
constitution which would have per- 
mitted the U.F.A. and A.F.U. to join 
with the A:F.A. and form one strong 
Provincial Farm organization, was 
naturally a disappointment to this 
office. 

It was at the request of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union and the United 
Farmers of Alberta that the A.F.A. 
entered the picture in an effort to 
consolidate all farm organizations in 
this Province. Previous negotintions 
had been carried on between the 
U.F.A. and AF.U. without arriving 
at a satisfactory settlement. 

The Constitution as prepared was 
the work of a joint committee made up 
of equal representation from the three 
organizations concerned. It included 
all of the points asked for by the 
A.F.U. with the exception of one, 
and at no time during the proceedings 
did the A.F.U. representatives record 
a vote against the decisions reached. 
The Committee realized that all points 
were not covered in detail, but took 
the stand that the responsibility 
rested with the first Annual Meeting 
and that the Provisionai Constitution 
could only act as a guide and basis 
on which to get started. 

It is evident that the majority of 
the A.F.U. membership was either 
not satisfied with the work of the 
Committee, which included members 
of their own board, or was not pre- 
pared, at this time, to unify the 
strength of (farm - organization in 
Alberta.

New Proposal to U.F.A. jae 


Following the rejection, in so far as the Alberta Farmers’ Union is 
concerned, of the plan to merge the farmers’ two individual membership 
organizations in the Alberta Federation of Agriculture, the A.F.U. 
Convention, mecting in Edmonton last week; adopted unanimously a 
resolution instructing the Board of Directors of the Union to approach 
the United Farmers of Alberta, with a view to uniting these two 
membership organizations. 


Instructions to Board 


resolution instructed the 
Directors: To approach the U.F.A. 
with a view to amalgamating the 
‘direct. bona fide farmer membership 
with our own” without including any 
co-operatives or other commercial 
farm organizations. They were further 
directed “to consult with the direct 
bona fide farmer groups in the 
Provinces as to the practicability of 
establishing a national organization 
consisting of affiliations of Provincial 
non-commercial farm organizations.’’ 

The resolution was a redraft follow- 
ing submission of a Board resoiution, 
roposing the setting up of a national 
armers’ union, each Provincial unit 
to have complete Provincial autonomy 
except that in matters of national 
concern there would be unanimity of 
policy and action.

Main Debate of Week 


Opening in Edmonton on Tuesday 
of last week, the Convention closed 
on Saturday. It was very largely 
attended, on the opening day alone over 
1200 delegates and visitors gathering 
in the large hall.

Protests Rising Farm Costs

Dominion-Financed Health Plan Called For 


Farm Women’s President Also Urges Alberta Government 


Pay 50 Per Cent Education Costs 


‘ Adoption of a national Health Insurance Plan to include everyone 
and to be financed by the Dominion Government Treasury, thus recognizing 
“the right of every Canadian to adequate health services, regardless of 


the economic areas in which he may live, was strongly advocated by Mrs. 
M. EF. Lowe of Namao, the President of the United Farm Women 
of Alberta, in her address to the main C.F .A. Convention in Calgary. 

Mrs. Lowe laid eaual stress on her demand that rural youth be given 
equality of opportunity with youth in the populated centres to obtain an 
education. She urged that that 59 per cent of the cost of elementary and 
secondary education be paid from the Provincial Treasury. 


‘‘Steady Decline in... Education” 


Pointing out that “equality of 
opportunity for education is & long 
wavy from being realized for Alberta’s 
rural youth,” Mrs. Lowe described the 
findings of a committee of the Alberta 
Trustees’ and Alberta Teachers’ 
Associations presented’ to a conference 
representing fourteen: Provincial 
organizations. This surveyed “all 
the factors entering into a steady 
decline of Alberta’s position as a 
leader in matters of education,” and 


indicated that the load of property , 


taxes has reached the breaking point 
in » vain effort to cone with educational 


demands. Young teachers graduating 
in the spring will not begin 
to meet requirements, Mrs. Lowe 
declared. A minimum salary of $1000 


and a $35 pension would not secure 
and retains teachers for Alberta's 
six thousand. class rooms. 

Dealing with the need for Health 
Insurance, the U.F.W.A. President 
recalled disquieting figures. Canada, 
she said, had emerged from the war 
with a total loss in dead and presumed 
dead for the Army, Navy and Air 
Force of 41,000. We are shocked at 
that loss of young life of the Dominion, 


but how many of us realize that during 
-the same period at the very source of 


our national life our losses were more 
than three times as great. for we lost 
130,000 babies, including stillborn, 
under one year of age. The war has 
ended but this loss of our babies 
continues, and if preventive measures 
are not taken, it will be nothing less 
than national suicide. Our high infant 
mortality rate in Canada is due to 
the large rural population where the 
rate is much higher. than in urban 
centres, 
Most Unevenly Distributed 


‘“‘Medical and Health services are 
very unevenly distributed. In 1943 


. 81% of our population was located 


in 27 cities of 30,000 population or 
over, and had 55 per cent of the 
doctors. This condition was aggravated 
further as the war continued and 
similar conditions existed in regard 
to nurses, dentists, hospitals, etc. 
It has been shown in a study, made at 
the beginning of the war that on the 
basis of earning power the _ great 
majority of Canadians are unable to 
meet the unpredictable costs of sick- 
ness, and it means that in.too many 
instances, medical attention is only 
sought as a last desperate measure, 
often too late.’’ 
There is an abundance of evidence 
to show that Health Insurance, on 
a Dominion wide basis is needed 
for every Canadian, — 


Dominion-Provincial Conference 
Proposals 
“The most recent Health Insurance 
roposals were those made to the 
to inlen Penahadal Conference in 
August 1945, which left it up to each 
Province to embark upon its own plan, 
beginning with a First Stage which 
would cost approximately 48 per cent

of the full plan, the estimated cost of 
which is 250 million dollars per annum. 
There is a detailed schedule of the 
share of costs to be borne by the 
Dominion and Provinces. It works 
out at a 60 per cent - 40 per cent 
division, with Federal contribution 
to each Province limited to a maximum 
of $12.96. per capita, when the full 
plan is developed. 

“There are many unknown factors 
and doubt is expressed as to the 
ability of all Provinces to finance their 
share of any adequate scheme. The 
per capita wealth of the Provinces 
varies greatly; those Provinces with 
port cities and financial centres have 
a much higher taxable capacity than 
Provinces which are mainly dependent 
on Agricultural production for their 
income, and are the ones in most 
need of health services. 
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Farm Home and Garden 


Sugarless Gingerbread: Melt 1/4 
cup shortening, add 1 cup molasses, 
and 1 egg; beat well. Sift 2 1/4 cups 
flour with 1} tsps. baking soda, 1 
tsp. ginger, and } tsp each salt and 
cinnamon. Add to first mixture 
alternately with 4 cup hot water; 
bake in moderate oven 40 to 46 
minutes. 

‘Baked Apples With Sausage: Wash 
6 large apples, cut a slice from each, 
and cut out centres, leaving shells 
about 3/4 inch thick. Cut pulp from 
cores, chop, and combine with 1 cup 
partly cooked sausagemeat. Sprinkle 
shells with 1 tsp. salt and 1 ths. 
brown sugar; fill heaping full with 
meat mixture, and bake in moderate 
oven until apples are tender. 


Instead of Notches: cut _ little 
oints when cutting out garments 
rom paper patterns. Then you can 
make your seam as narrow as desired. 

A Handbag with Pockets: Is fairl 

simple to design and make and muc 
more convenient than the average 
factory made handbag. A rectangular 


bag, with stiffening for interlining, 
can be fastened across the top with 
zipper, or with an _ envelope flap. 


Before making up, stitch on pockets 
to hold comb, compact, pencil, etc., 
with one 
money. 

Gladiolus Bulbs: May _ harbor 
thrips over winter. These will not 
survive outdoors, so if the bulbs are 
treated to kill the thrips, vou can be 
sure of blooms free from damage by 
this pest. Dipping in a solution of 4 
teaspoons of Lysol to a gallon of water 
is effective; keep the corms in the 
solution for 6 hours. Hot water can 
be used, dipping the corms for 10 
minutes in water kept at a temperature 
of 120 degrees (if it goes higher, the 
corms will be injured). In either case 
corms must be dried unless planted 
at once. 


In other words, the Provinces which 
are in the greatest need of. health 
services, would have to spend more 
per capita to put any sort of adequate 
scheme into effect. We should not 
lose sight of the fact that the industrial 
cities of the richer provinces exist not 
only through the efforts of the 
Provinces in which they. are located, 
but also through the productive efforts 
of the poorer Provinces. 

We should back to the limit the 

rinciples set out by the Canadian 
‘ederation of Agriculture, whereby 
a Health Insurance plan must include 
everyone, and should be financed out 
of Dominion: Consolidated Revenue. 
There is much need for us to under- 
stand what is involved, and I trust 
your interest has been aroused so that 
each of you will do some research on 
your-own. A Health Insurance plan 
will be started one of. these days and 
if we are not alert and informed, we 
may wake up to find rural communities 
left ‘holding the bag.’ ”

"We realize the necessity of a 
organized,” said Mr.Proudfoot, “i 
we, as future famers, are to receive 
a’ fair share of the national income. 
Now, not three or five years from now, 
is the time to achieve complete 
organization.” 

ighlight of the year for the juniors, 
said Mr. Proudfoot, was the very 
successful conference held at the 
University, with a record attendance 
of about 300. He thanked all U.F.A. 
and U.F.W.A. Locals who had assisted 
young people to attend. 

‘*Creuit to Any Community”’ 

“A Junior Local,’ he said, “is a 
credit to any community, and it not 
only benefits the community as a 
whole, but the young people them- 
selves, in their own educational and 
social activites, and provides a wonder- 
ful training, and gives young people 
@® spirit of community and goodwill 
such as is too often sadly lacking.” 
With many members home again from 
the armed services, it was hoped that 
the drive for membership would be 
very successful. ; 

Mr. Proudfoot discussed the factors 
which tend to take young people off 
the farms—especially the advantages

now to be found in the cities. Rural 
electrification, he said, would mean a 
great deal to farm young people, and 
the Junior U.F.A. was constantly 
urging the Provincial Government to 
bring power to the farms. 


The main reason why young people 
are hesitating to take up farming, 
Mr. Proudfoot said, was “the uncer- 
tainty of farm prices.’”’ For the first 
time in history, a promise had been 
made to maintain farm incomes on a 
par with other groups—through the 
Agricultural Prices and Support Board 
set up by the Dominion Government. 
The farmers wanted a long term 
policy, providing a just price. They 
were not trying to get prices whic 
would cause lack of balance in 
Canadian economy as between agri- 
culture, labor and industry. They 
wanted stability at just prices, and 


were entitled to know what prices w A 


to expect in the next eighteen to 
twenty-four months. In Britain the 
National Farmers’ Union and _ the 
Government had agreed on a plan 
which guaranteed a floor price for a 
period of two years, and this guarantee 
was subject to renewal. 

The Juniors, Mr. Proudfoot stated, 
had strongly endorsed the plans for 
amalgamation of farm organizations.

‘We have been able,’’ said Mr. 
Gardiner, ‘“‘to negotiate that contract 
with Britain, not because she does 
not believe she will be able to buy 
wheat cheaper during 1948 and 1949, 
but because she is anxious to coordinate 
her own stabilization policy to assure 
production of food in Britain, with 
our policy of assuring production 
at reasonable returns in Canada, of 
food for consumption in Britain. 

_ ‘We have been prepared to discuss 
a similar contract with any other 
country which has been a customer 
for a reasonable quantity of our wheat, 
but no other country has definitely 
proposed a contract. In the meantime, 
they are paying the world price for 
wheat.”’ 


Answer’s Grain Trade Questions 


Mr. Gardiner answered questions 
put by the grain trade in advertise- 
ments. The trade had asked: ‘‘What 
guarantee have you that because you 
accept a lower price now you will get 
a higher price later?” 

The ‘contract provided that “in 
determining the price for these two 
crop years, 1948-49 and 1949-50, the 
United Kingdom Government will 
have regard to any difference between 
the prices paid under this agreement 
in the 1946-47 and 1947-48 crop years 
and the world prices for wheat in the 
1946-47 and 1947-48 gop years.”’ 
When the grain trade declared that 
was “no guarantee at all’, his reply 
was that he personally discussed the 
matter with the British officials and 
their Minister.

The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


Wheat exports from North America 
are running far behind this crop year 
as compared to last. In fact, both 
Canada and the United States have 
only exported about half the volume 
of wheat for the first five months of 
the crop year that they did for that 
period in 1945-46. The demand for 
wheat in Europe, while not as des- 
perate as last year, still continues 
strong. There is anxiety in both North 
American countries to ship as much 
wheat as possible, and supplies are 
fairly substantial on this continent. 
Why then the low shipments? 


The main obstacle is lack of trans- 
portation. By last midsummer wheat 
reserves of both North American 
nations were cleaned out. The new 
crop had to furnish the supplies to 
meet the demand in the 1946-47 
crop year but the surplus wheat on this 
continent is produced on the interior 
plains. Then strikes in United States 
coal mines and in shipping on the 
Great Lakes severely disrupted traffic. 
Boats which were expected to haul 
grain had to be diverted to hauling 


ment whatever party heads it.’’ 


Butterfat Prices 


The answer to a question asked by 
President J. A. Wood of the Central 
Alberta Dairy Pool, helped to clarify 
the Government’s position on butterfat 

rices. Mr. Wood pointed out that 
increased production could not be 
expected on the basis of present 
prices. To that Mr. Gardiner replied 
that the producer would not get the 
benefit if the price were raised now. 
On January Ist there were seven 
million pounds more butter in the hands 
of the trade than a year ago. It would 
therefore be difficult to get any price 
raise back to the farmer. 


Will Start From May 1st 


‘“‘Any increase,” added the Minister, 
“will be announced as at May Ist’, 
and he hoped to be able to make an 
announcement,\in regard thereto soon 
after his return to Ottawa. He had 
said in his address that the Canadian 
consumers might be prepared to pay 
62 in price or subsidy (as compared 
with 52 cents, Montreal) if producers 
would provide 340,000,000 pounds 

seeing with farm products in 
general, Mr. Gardiner said contracts 
had been entered into “which assure 
the highest floors from 1945 to 1949 
ever established or realized over a 
comparable period for farm products.” 
The indications were “that if we supply 
the British market with a good 
quality of livestock at prices fair cae 
we can have that market indefinitely.” 

As to hogs, Britain’ was offering to 
pay what amounted to $5 a head 
more per hog from September Ist to 
the end of 1948 and to negotiate an 
agreement for 1949 in 1948. 

n ,conclusion Mr. Gardiner dealt 
with. the cattle market situation in 
detail, and stated that negotiations 
were going on with the United States 
and that it was hoped to get better 
terms than those of the 1939 agreement. 


Membership 31,291 


Reports presented to the U.F.A. 
Convention during opening sessions 
showed that the membership at the 
end of 1946 was 31,291. 

On Tuesday afternoon the delegates 
unanimously approved the proposed 
constitution for the union of the 
U.F.A. and A.F.U. with the A.F.A., 
drafted and circulated to Locals. 
Exactly what the situation may be 
now that the A.F.U. has rejected 
this plan will be clarified. in later 
discussions.

With the 
pent-up needs of the population calling 
for all kinds of merchandise, and with 
coal mag i from Western Canada 
and in the States getting priority on 
cars, the grain movement did not get 
sufficient to move the crop expedi- 
tiously. | 

Canada and the United States 
together could easily spare 700 million 
bushels of wheat for export during 
the first six months of 1947, but unless 
there is a loosening up in the. trans- 
portation problem-a much smaller 
volume will be shipped. Europe, and 
particularly Great Britain, needs 
supplies badly, but the worst may be 
over by the time the next European 
crop is harvested.

Good lambs. 
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Must Stand on Guard 
--Freight Rates Issue 


While it would seem that the 
favourable grain rates under the 
Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement would 
not come up for review in connection 
with the application of the Canadian 
railways for higher freight rates, (since 
these grain ratés are protected by 
statute), ‘We cannot rely on that 
with too much assurance,”’ President 
George Church told the U.F.A. Con- 
vention. ° 

“Western farm organizations must 
stand on guard to see that there is 
no interference whatever with the 
freight rates on grain we now enjoy. 
We must equally exert every influence 
to see that no greater burden is 

laced upon the farmers of this 

rovince. Because of national policies, 
the main lines of transportation in 
Canada run east and west, and 
because of national tariffs, trade with 
our neighbors to the south is greatly 
restricted. National policy should 
see to it, therefore, that no undue 
burden is placed upon the people of 
Alberta by reason of the geographical 
position of this Province, either with 
respect to the products which must 
be sent to market or the commodities 
which enter into the cost of production. 

Mr. Church expressed pleasure that 
the Alberta Government was taking 
steps to safeguard the interest of the 
Province in this matter. The U.F.A. 
was joining with the Federation of 
Agriculture in presenting 1 brief, 

38 Years of Great Achievement 

Reviewing the thirty-eight years 
career to date of the United Farmers 
of Alberta, Mr. Church set forth tnat 
in this long period, covering the 
greater part of the years of western 
development, and two world wars, 
the Association “has been the strong, 
vigorous voice of agriculture. It has 
waged a continuous fight for the social 
and economic improvement of farm 
conditions in Alberta, and has joined 
with other organizations in the wider 
national field. Probably no other farm 
body in Canada has such a record of 
long and effective service in the cause 
of Agriculture.”

' Financial Reports 

Total receipts of the A.F.U. in the 
financial year which ended October

ments were $38,092.13, leaving a 
balance of $47,792.90. Costof the 
30 day farm products withholding 
strike to the A.F.U. were $10,370.23. 

The Convention condemned as un- 
duly harsh sentences which had been 
imposed on _ strike pickets, setting 
forth that the sentences were ‘out 
of all proportion to the importance 
of the alleged offenses,’’ and ‘‘contrary 
to the principles ef British justice.”

East to the newly acquired territories 
in the West. There are five counties in 
the North not far from Gdansk 
(Danzig) where the farmers were 
driven out during the war, where the 
fields . were entirely abandoned for 
four years, and where the last two 
harvests were practically entirely 
devoured by rats and mice, which 
multiplied in the undisturbed years of 
war. In the main, however, the farmer 
is getting down to work more quickly 
than probably any other class of 


‘people in the community. The larger 


farms have been divided among the 
peasantry. 

Land Taken From Germans 

An interesting section of the country 
I visited is Lower Silesia, taken from 
the Germans. The land acquired in 
the West up to Stettin at the mouth 
of the Oder does not in area equal 
the land lost in the East, but new land 
in the West increased the country’s 
coal, zinc and lead deposits very 
considerably and increased the iron 
deposits by ten per cent. The economy 
of the country is more balanced in 
its present form, although it is only 
four-fifths of its prewar area. A 
number of important industries are 
located in the newly acquired territory, 
and while there is still a lack of expert 
workmen for the factories and much 
plant has still to be replaced, the 
industrial part of southwest Poland 
is getting into fair shape. 

e had an interesting motor trip 
through this area. For much of the 
way after leaving the immediate 
territory of Warsaw there was not 
much sign of the war except occasional 
derelict tanks and burnt and rusted 
motor vheicles in the ditch along the 
roadside. Areas were badly damaged, 
while Krakow, the ancient capital 
of Poland, was practically untouched. 
When we came near Wroclaw (Breslau) 
there were obvious signs that the 
hurricane of war had come that way. 
Looking across the Oder, in the centre 
of Breslau, the scene was one of 
complete desolation, the husks of 
massive buildings visible as far as 
the eye could reach, smashed bridges 
and a great number of sunken boats. 


Tragic Plight of Children 

Nothing wrings the heart of the 
visitor to Poland so sharply as tho 
plight of the children, the new genera- 
tion on whom the future of the country 
depends. I visited a large number of 
institutions for children. A large 
number of these children had come from 
ruins, from concentration and 
forced labor camps, homeless little 
derelicts stunted in ney and mind. 
They were being well looked after 
but these hapless little beings need 
all the assistance that can be given 
them. It is the new generation that 
is at once the tragedy and the challenge 
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Last Friday the’ British Government 
filed a formal complaint with the 
United Nations Security Council, 
charging Albania with mining the 
Straits of Corfu, where in October two 
warships of the Royal Navy were 
damaged with a loss of 44 lives. The 
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destroyer Volage, shown*above, was 
one of the two. The photograph was 
taken soon after the blast which blew 
off her bow. At the time she was towing 
her sister ship, H.M.S. Saumarez, 
victim of a mine two hours earlier. 
Britain despatched a strong note of 
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protest to Albania, and when this led 
to no result, decided to take the matter 
to UN, making her first complaint 
to that international organization since 
its formation. Last spring Britain 
complained that Albanian shore bat- 
teries had fired on British warships.
